NEW YORK, N. Y., May 13. — While Scotr 
Harlan was down at Pimlico saddling Pirate 
Gold and Galantman for the Preakness, tie 
turned over Sennings Park, one that he trains 
for the Westmont stable, to A. J. Joyner f or \ 
his effort in the Excelsior handicap at Ja- i 
maica. Then Sennings Park went out and 
hung a new track record of 1:44% to win the 
mile and a sixteenth feature. 

Doubtless attendance records were broken ' 
at both Churchill Downs and Pimlico, but ! 
at the same time there was an attendance | 
record at the course of the Metropolitan j 
Jockey Club and the brand of sport was first- | 
class, though the Colorado, the two-year-old j 
feature, was marred by the withdrawal of 
three of the overnight acceptances, leaving 
three to go. 

Only four went to the post in the Excel- 
sior, but it proved a good horse race ail the 
way. Damask, the Whitney starter, was 
rushed to the front from the start and ne 
was showing the way by a good margin for) 
the first five-eighths. Sennings Park was 
right after him and when he tired Fair- ! 
brother took up the running with him to' 
stick it out resolutely, to win by a length | 
and a half from the Rancocas stable s Mad j 
Hatter, while C. A. Stoneham's Yellow Hand J 
was eased up in third piace and well before 
the tired Damask.

In the meantime Fairbrother had Sennings 
Park well clear, and he was racing strongly. 
Yellow Hand had made a bid. but could not 
materially improve his position. Through 
the stretch Sande rode Mad Hatter with 
hand and heel and fairly lifted him along, 
but it was all to no avail when Sennings 
Park never faltered to be home a good wan- 
ner. Right at the end Taplin eased Yellow 
Hand when further effort for even second 
place was useless. The pace was fast all 
the way, the quarter being run in 25%, the 
half in 48%, the three-quarters 1:12% and 
the mile in 1:38%. 

Another fast two-year-old was uncovered' 
In the running of the Colorado, the five- 
eighths juvenile feature, when Great Man 
from the Riviera stable, was an easy winner 
after running the distance in 59%. The race 
also tended to explode the claims of the 
Nevada Stock Farm's Blue Hawk to great- 
ness when he was rather a distant second. 
The only other starter was J. S. Cosden’s 
Knighthood. This running of the Colorado 
lost much of its interest by the withdrawal 
of H. P. Whitney's Rialto, a highly con- 
sidered som of Chicle and Matinee and of, 
the Rancocas stable's Whirlwind, one that 1 
had already shown niuen quality. Bota of ; 
these colls had fallen victims of the coughing | 
epidemic and each was found to have con- 
tracted a fever after having been carded to 
start. Others that were scratched were 
Aladdin, also from the Rancocas stable, and 
Crochet, a stablemate to Knighthood. 

Blue Hawk had won so impressively In 
his only start that one heard little of the 
other two before the running. As for 
Knighthood, he seemed to be friendless. 

The start was a good one and Great Man 
at once dashed into a good lead and, racing | 
along in smooth, frictionless fashion, went 
to the quarter in 23% and the half in 46%, , 
and never shortening his stride, he was still 
drawing away and was under restraint at thej 
end. 

Through the e: rly running Knighthood i 
had the speed of Blue Hawk, but under good, j 
vigorous urging the son of Atheling II. i 
gradually wore down the Cosden colt and 
beat him three lexgths for second place.

LOUIS VILLE, Ky., May 13. — In many respects the Derby this year did not differ from 
those of other years in the matter of attending incidents. The crowd began arriving at 
daybreak, some eager to witness a close-up of the actors in the big race to be run in the 
afternoon. The early birds were particularly anxious to see the gallops of the listed 
starters. Then there were those who had heard how hard it was for a late comer to secure 
an advantageous location unless provided with a reserved seat in the exclusive section. 
Those anxious for an advantageous point brought their lunch with them. They meant to 
hold what they secured in the way of location. 

The real activity began about 10:30. The gates were manned at this hour and the 
straggling formation began closing ranks until about 12:00 noon, when the approach to the 
Downs assumed the semblance of a shock troop bent on occupation. Incipient troubles 
were frequent, but of the pleasant sort, the trouble makers usually finishing their disputes 
with apologies. 

The reserved and box sections did not begin taking on animation until noon. The 
occupants of this exclusive inclosure, who had been fortunate or who had had presence of 
mind enough to engage these vantage points along about January, were tardy, but once 
they began arriving it was continuous and the 15,000 seats, exclusive of the clubhouse 
seating capacity, were soon tilled. Before post time of the opener the spectacle was one 
of color riot. 

The clubhouse contingent, always making Derby day an occasion for social festivity, 
entertained lavishly their numerous out-of-town guests. Every table on the lawn and 
veranda and in the interior of the club was occupied with jovial hosts and guests doing 
justice to sumptuous luncheons. 

Llad general manager Matt J. Winn of the Kentucky Jockey Club and resident manager 
Charles F. Grainger and their associates been able to order the weather they could not 
have done a better job in the matter of conditions suitable for the occasion. They were 
aboslutely perfect. Cooling zephyrs tempered the sun’s brilliant rays and benefited alike 
the th inly -clad milady who was sporting the modiste's latest creation for Derby day, or 
the heavily fur-covered sister. 

At post time for the inaugural dash it appeared as if the whole world had come to pay 
homage to King Horse. Governors of three states, cabinet officers, senators, congressmen, 
pillars of finance, captains of industry, were there all bent alike on enjoying the occasion 
to the full, all asking the same question, some more bland than others: “What will win the 

Derby?” 

There no longer exists a doubt as to Morvich’s staying ability, neither is there a doubt 
about his outstanding superiority over the other three-year-olds in the country. He 
established in decisive fasiiion both these mooted contentions when he won the forty-eighth 
running of the Derby, before an assemblage that exceeded in numbers any former gathering 
at Churchill Downs. E. R. Brdley’s Bet Mosie landed In second place and John Finn, an 
outsider, wound up third, with Deadlock in fourth place. At no time did the eastern owned 
and unbeaten champion leave the result in doubt. He was under restraint by Johnson 
for the entire race, and was the leader throughout. 

A trifle overanxious to run in the early part of the race. It required more than a half 
mile for the colt to settle steadily In his stride, but once this was accomplished it was the 
poetry of motion afterwards; Morvich seemingly sensing the importance of his performance, 
co-operated with his rider in sensible style, staying close to the inner rail and saving ground, 
and when the stretch was readied he buckled to his task in a way that always kept him well 
in the van of the others. One by one the early contenders cracked. Startle and My Play, 
which had attempted to keep pace with him for three-quarters, were done then. John Finn 
ranged forward and made a momentary but unavailing bid. and so did Deadlock, but their 
cases were disposed of before the eighth post in the stretch had been reached. At this point 
the Bradley silks became discernible. Bet Mosie was the one that loomed up. 

In the early part of the race he had been a follower, primarily due to interference he 
had suffered from as a result of his stable companion, Busy American, having broken 
down and bolted out on the first turn. Bet Mosie was not to be denied. His challenge was 
bold, but Johnson, on the leader, knew the power of his mount and paid slight heed to 
the menace. 

The colt continued without diminished stride and though Bet Mosie made a valiant at- 
tempt near the end, the best he could do was to land a scant two lengths behind Morvich. 
John Finn also held on in game style and shook off Deadlock In the last seventy yards for 
third money. 

The casualties in the race were Busy American and My Play. The former broke down 
completely, his bowed tendon asserting itself In the first quarter and he was dismounted 
shortly afterwards. The Simms representative finished out the race and came back to the 
stand badly lame. 

Morvich’s sucoess enriched his owner by $46,775, that was the winner's net portion in 
cash and also received a solid gold service, costing {7,000. Bet Mosie's share was {6,000; 
John Finn received {3,000, and Deadlock, by finishing fourth, received {1,000.

NEW YORK. N. Y., May 13.— The blood 
stock interests of the United States will have 
a most important recruit In the near future, 
through the importation of the noted stallion 
Sweeper II., by Broomstick — Ravello II., by 
Sir Hugo, which has been sharing stud hon- 
ors with Durbar and Irish Lad at Mrs. Har- 
manus B. Duryea’s Haras du Gazon In 
France. The horse will be sent across the 
Atlantic in the near future. 

Sweeper II. was not only a fine race horse, 
winning the Two Thousand Guineas and 
running second to Tracery In both the St. 
James Place Stakes and Sussex Plate, and 
to Hector in the Fifty-ninth Triennial, at 
three, while as a two-year-old he was vic- 
torious in the Fifty-ninth Triennial and Rich- 
mond Stakes, besides being second in the 
Middle Park Plate, and third in the Jury 
Stakes. In the stud this typical represent- 
ative of the famous Bonnie Scotland family, 
which has been making turf history for 
more than fifty years, has been conspicuously 
successful. The fact that the best results 
have been secured at Haras du Gazon through 
mating Sweeper IL with mares carrying a 
large percentage of American blood, makes 
him a most desirable stock horse for the 
United States, and whether he is sold or 
placed in the stud by Mrs. Duryea, he will 
attract the attention of the most discriminat- 
ing breeders of this country. 

There was no more popular stable on Jock- 
ey Club courses than that of H. B. Duryea 
in the decade preceding the Hughes anti- 
racing legislatoin in 1909, and, when he and 
other American sportsmen sent their thor- 
oughbreds to France, there was general re- 
gret. Mr. Duryea took Irish Lad, a superb 
race horse, and a number of fine mares, most 
of them of American lineage, along with him. 
In 1911 he found in Normandy a lovely old 
place — Haras du Gazon — where Maurice 
Ephrussi had bred many fine horses, and it 
was there that Sweeper, Irish Lad, Durbar, 
Blarney, Shannon, Banshee, Mediant, Fri- 
zette, Zuna and other famous thoroughbreds 
have been domiciled. 

REAL AMERICAN SPORTSMAN. 

"Hermle” Duryea, as his Intimates called 
him, was a many-sided sportsman. He be- 
lieved in everything American, whether It 
was a thoroughbred, yacht or game-cock that 
was being considered. He resented the action 
of the English and French turf authorities 
in excluding from their stud books certain 
American families and announced that he 
would breed in France a horse with thia 
blood that would be capable of winning the 
English classics. He kept his word with a 
vengeance. Among the mares he took from 
this country was Ravello II., by the Derby 
winner Sir Hugo. She had been mated with 
Broomstick. The produce was a chestnut 
colt, afterward known as Sweeper, whose 
victories in England have already been re- 
counted. Then came Durbar, by Rabelais — 
Armenia, by Meddler, whose dam Urania waa 
by Hanover, to win the Derby of 1914. 

It was a sensational achievement, and Mr. 
Duryea's cup of joy was filled to overflow- 
ing. Irish Lad in the meantime gave evi- 
dences of his greatness by siring Blarney, 
Shannon and other good ones. Death claimed 
the splendid sportsman in 1915. but Mrs. Dur- 
yea has carried on intrepidly until this year, 
when having proven the worth of American 
blood she has determined to offer her farm 
for sale and dispose of her stallions and 
brood mares. As a preliminary step Sweeper 
is to be brought back to the United States, 
where he rightfully belongs. 

“I have kept going since my husband's 
death,” said Mrs. Duryea a few days ago at 
her home in this city, “because of a desire to 
carry out the work which he had planned. 
Hermie always maintained that the Ameri- 
can thoroughbred could hold his own with 
the best in any country, and I think that be- 
tween us we have proved it.” 

“Sweeper, Durbar, Blarney, Shannon and 
others raced during my husband's lifetime, 
while I have bred a lot of winners. Two

years ago the two best fillies and the best 
colt in France among the two-year-olds were 
from Haras du Gazon, while last year Zenoia 
was unbeaten. She is a daughter of Sweeper 
and Zuna, by Hamburg; the next dam was 
Elizabeth L., by Woodlands, and from there 
on to the great mare Ballet. There is a lot 
of good American blood in Zuna’s pedigree, 
while Zenoia, which I had leased to M. Balli, 
never met Ksar, Mme. Blanc's great colt. 
The experts say our filly, which was as lovely 
as she was fast and game, would have been 
favorite over him. Unfortunately she 
wouldn’t stand training this year and is now 
in the stud. Grazing was a great two-year- 
old, by Sweeper, and Dally, unbeaten as a 
four-year-old this year, and a good winner 
in 1921, is also by him. Other good ones by 
Sweeper in France are San Marcus, Whisk- 
broom III., Spinaway, Caughnawaga II., Dil- 
ly and Corot. Last year his progeny won 
421,000 francs. Golden Broom, which is now 
in the stud in Kentucky, was tried as highly 
as Man o’ War as a two-year-old, while 
Manoevre and others that have raced in the 
United States have been consistent winner's.” 

Mrs. Duryea’s eyes were moist as she told 
of the privations suffered during the war, 
when she was forced to part with thirty-six 
of the fifty-six marcs at Haras du Gazon, 
because of the lack of feed for them. The 
government commandeered all available for- 
age for war horses. 

“Hermie was sick at Saranac when the 
war broke,” said Mrs. Duryea, “and he was 
eager to return to France to render help. 
The French and Russian governments had 
both wanted Blarney for their studs. The 
former offered 300,000 francs and Russia 
400,000. When my husband couldn’t make 
the journey he gave the French government 
Blarney as a token of appreciation, request- 
ing that the horse be placed at Haras du 
Pin, the nearest stud to our home, so that 
he could often see him in case his health 
should be restored.” 

Mrs. Duryea told of the pride her husband 
took in his horses and his readiness in de- 
fending the American thoroughbred families 
which were banned by the English and 
French Jockey Clubs. 

“The late Lady Londonderry gave us a 
dinner,” said the noted American sports- 
woman, “the day after Durbar’s Derby. She 
was as well posted on pedigrees as any man 
in England and, turning to Ilermie, who was 
at her right, she congratlated him on winning 
the great classic with Durbar, adding, of 
course. ‘You know his dam is not in the 
book,’ ” 

“ ‘Yes, I know,’ was his reply, ‘and thank 
God for it. I have always wanted to prove 
to you people that our blood is as good 
as the English, and now I have done it.’ ” 

“It has been frequently said,” resumed Mrs. 
Duryea, “that few breeding studs can be 
made to pay. My experience has been a 
happy one in this respect. For the past 
four years M. Boussae has taken the produce 
of Haras du Gazon at an upset price of 57,- 

000 franca each before they were born. I 
have fared well under this arrangement. So 
has M. Boussae, who wants to continue it 
for another term of years. Three years ago 

1 reserved two fillies for myself. These were 
the unbeaten Zenoia and the good winner 
Pellsie. This year there are fourteen wean- 
lings from seventeen mares. 

“Every thing in connection with the turf 
went wonderfully well in France last year,” 
said Mrs. Duryea in discussing conditions 
abroad, “but the crowds are not as large this 
year, nor is breeding as general, and I have 
decided to retire if I can sell my farm. Dur- 
bar and the mares I shall dispose of abroad, 
but there is such a demand for the Broom- 
stick blood in this country that I feel sweep- 
er ought to have his chance where there 
are so many mares that should suit him so 
well. It makes me sad to think of parting 
with him, for he is a loveiy horse in every 
way.”

The erratic Flags, which has been a thorn 
to starters, made his debut for this year in 
the opener, in which he met some good ones, 
including High Cost, Miss Muffins and other 
speedy ones. Flags did not show any im- 
proved behavior through his long lay-off from 
racing and when the start was effected con- 
tributed to make it bad by bolting in front 
of the others, causing them to be strung out 
and getting left himself. High Cost and Miss 
Muffins finished fighting it out, the Harring- 
ton starter winning by a scant half length 
from the Keene filly. Rapid Day landed in 
third place. 

The first-time starter Sympathy, running 
in C. W. Moore’s colors, put up a game 
finish in the second race in triumphing over 
Oui Oui after a hard fought stretch struggle. 
Sympathy ran green and suffered from some 
interference when Oui Oui bored over in the 
stretch, but gamely continued and forged to 
the front in the last few strides. Belphri- 
zonia under hard riding landed third place. 

The mile dash out of the chute found Jou- 
ett a pronounced favorite, likewise a disap- 
pointment, when he failed to finish better 
than third. Hold Me, which had earned a 
pair of brackets at Lexington, showed her- 
sehv to be better than previously rated by 
racing into the lead when called on and out- 
staying Rep, which had come from a long 
way back in the last quarter. Jouett began 
slowly and promised extensively when a 
quarter from the finish, but tired fast in the 
last quarter of the race. 

High Cloud made it a double for the John 
Lowe colors. Incidentally he duplicated his 
ner forma nee of last year when he won this 
identical race, the Seelbacli Hotel Handicap, 
at three-quarters, and serving as the secon- 
dary feature of the afternoon. A band of 
speedy snrinters started here, including the 
$40,000 Firebrand. High Cloud’s success was 
foreshadowed recently by his three-quarters 
work-out in 1 :12. IIe displayed great speed 
from the outset and favored by an inner 
post position, which enabled him to save 
much ground on the turns, achieved a some- 
what easy victory in 1:11%. Marvin May 
and Dr. Clark put up a rousing struggle, 
Marvin May just lasting long enough to 
land in second place. Centimeter was forced 
back soon after the start, which brought 
about his undoing, and Firebrand was always 
in the rear division. 

OWNERS FEEL QUITE NERVOUS. 

There was a nervous tension among the 
owners with starters in the big race. Ben- 
jamin Block, surrounded by a big throng, was 
asked innumerable questions. Most were did 
he think his horse would win. “He will do 
the best he can,” was his reply, “and 1 ex- 
pect him to be the winner.” 

E. R. Bradley displayed his usual stoicism ; 
was not in the slightest ruffled. To those 
who asked him regarding his chances he 
made it patent that he expected to repeat 
last year’s victory. 

"Bob” Shannon was in a flutter. He had a 
right to be. On Deadlock’s success depended 
a fortune for the young man. His “Sure he 
will win” was meant. He superintended the 
saddling of the horse and then sought a van- 
tage point from which to view the race. 

Jefferson Livingston, who recently ac- 
quired Firebrand for $40,000, came from New 
York this morning. “Haven’t missed a Ken- 
tucky Derby in years and having a little 
leisure took advantage to see the race and 
also note the condition of Firebrand,” Mr. 
Livingston said. 

Frank G. Hogan, formerly racing a stable 
with Miller Henderson, but now living in 
California and retired from racing, was 
among the visitors and renewing acquaint- 
ances. 

Price McKinney, formerly racing an ex- 
tensive stable in partnership with James Cor- 
rigan, was an early arrival this morning 
from Cleveland and had as his guests Sena- 
tor Smith and Secretary - of the Interior FalL 

Frank Glenn, who with Polk Laffoon pur- 
chased the contract on jockey A. Wilson, an- 
nounced thus morning that hereafter trainer 
Lon Bellew would make that rider’s engage- 
ments. 

A group cf boxes held such distinguished 
men as Hon. Fred B. Lynch, Hon. Bain- 
bridge Colby, Hon. George E. Brennan, Hon. 

B. II. Sullivan, Hon. George A. Cooke, E W. 
Barrett, editor of the Birmingham Age Her- 
ald ; Mr. James E. German, president of the 
Rock Island Railway. They took a keen in- 
terest in the racing and were enthusiastic 
about the Derby running. 

Jockey C. Studer, who rode successfully at 
Tijuana and was injured there, will resume 
riding soon and be employed by - E. R. Brad- 
ley for the remainder of the summer. W. 

C. Anderson still holds the contract on the 
youngster. 

E. F. Simms had a large party of visitors, 
all interested in the performance of Man o’ 
War’s brother My - Play in the big race. 

The Lexington contingent was more ex- 
tensive than usual. They came by special 
trains and motor. Many returned after the 
races. 

Cincinnati sent a big delegation here. It 
usually does for Derby day. 

MOTION PICTURE MEN BUSY. 

Motion picture men were everywhere. One 
enterprising company erected a platform in 
the center field and took a panoramic pic- 
ture of the Derby running, which will later 
be used in a photoplay still in the making. 

Rob J. McKinzie came from northern Can- 
ada to be present for the Derby running. 

Mutuel machines began clicking as early 
as 1 p. m. for the accommodation r,f those 
inclined to wager on the Derby. The early 
forecast in these machines was that M«r- 
vieh would rule an overwhelming favorite. 

R. S. Eddy - , Jr., general manager of the 
Fair Grounds, New Orleans, got in this morn- 
ing from the Crescent City, accompanied by 
Walter M. Gleason, a prominent southern at- 
torney, and Mr. Eddy’s son Robert. 

Jockey Fred Merimee, who was denied a 
riding license at Lexington because of mis- 
conduct, was restored to good standing this 
morning. He will depart for Toronto to- 
morrow to ride for the Joe Thomas stable. 
Thomas purchased Bermont and Lieut. Col- 
onel from Montfort Jones today and they 
will be shipped to Woodbine Park tomorrow. 

Governor Edwin P. Morrow occupied a 
box of vantage and had as his guest Gov- 
ernor McCray of Indiana. Both notables 
viewed the Derby from the stewards’ stand. 

W. S. Kilmer, whose Extermintor won the 
Derby in 1916, was an arrival from New York 
this morning. Exterminator and others that 
he will race here readied the track yester- 
day. 

A distinguished party composed of J. L. 
Replogle, Lawrence Waterbury, John C. King 
anrl wife, Flo Ziegfeld, Gurney Mund and 
wile and Miss Pearce, came in a private car 
from New York. Their decision to view the 



Derby running this y - ear was an eleventh 
hour one, after they had been advised by 
E. R. Bradley that Busy American would be 
a starter. They were the most ardent Brad- 
ley rooters on the ground. 

The East, by virtue of Morvich's outstand- 
ing favoritism, was chesty. Those from that 
section did not have to have a pair of field 
glasses to see the Derby winner. To them 
it was a pure case of Morvich for the entire 
race and the rest nowhere. Those in these 
parts, and it included Kentucky in general, 
were not so cocksure that Morvich would 
triumph in the easy fashion that his con- 
nections and eastern following predicted. 
They were willing to concede Morvich’s 
greatness, but he still had to prove to them 
his ability to cover a mile and a quarter suc- 
cessfully in the strenuous style that a Derby 
calls for. Kentucky, in a word, felt satisfied 
to entrust to E. R. Bradley's representatives 
and to Deadlock the task of repelling the 
eastern effort to land the honor. 

Harry Morrissey was advised during the 
afternoon of his appointment as starter for 
the tracks under the jurisdiction cf tho 
Canadian Racing Associations. He will de- 
part shortly for Montreal to open the season 
at Blue Bonnets. 

On receipt of word that Pillory had won 
the Preakness Stakes owner Benjamin Block 
sent owner R. T. Wilson a congratulatory 
telegram. 

RACING COMMISSIONERS PRESENT. 

All the members of the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission were on hand to view 
the running of the Kentucky Derby. 

Mose Goldblatt went about his task of 
saddling Letterman in methodical fashion. 
“Don't know anything about this horse,” 
said the trainer, “except that he worked well 
enough to have a chance in the race.” 
“Don’t know to what extent the nail she 
picked up in her foot and the subsequent 
minor operation will affect her running,” 
voiced trainer Smith while saddling Startle. 
"If she does not show any ill-effects of it 
she will be a prominent factor in the run- 
ning,” he concluded. 

The brother to Man o’ War, My Play, at- 
tracted considerable attention. On looks 
he had it on all the other starters. 

The largest number crowded around Mor- 
vich, and his appearance seemingly was dis- 
appointing to many, for one wag said. “Gee, 
ain’t he an ugly duckling !” which brought 
out a quick rejoinder from another : “He 

don’t have to travel on looks. He uses his 
powerful legs.” 

Sentiment seemed to be with E. R. Brad- 
ley, judging by the throng that surrounded 
and noted the saddling of his trio of starters. 

Bill Hurley, who has By Gosh in charge, 
superintended his saddling and Dick Thomp- 
son, assisted by Barry Shannon, looked after 
the saddling of Busy American and Bet 
Mosie. 

The conclusion of the race was marked 
by a babel of noise, the whole vast assem- 
blage vying in paying tribute to the great 
thoroughbred which promises to displace the 
mighty Man o’ War in the affection of the 
American racing public. 

Owner Block, wending his way to the stew- 
ards’ stand to receive the congratulations 
of Governor Edwin P. Morrow, was greeted 
with prolonged acclaim by the enthusiastic 
crowd. 

The cordiality of the reception he reecived 
unnerved the usually stoic owner and moist- 
ure dimmed his vision. His reception in tho 
stewards’ stand was as hearty as that which 
he had met on the way there. 

Governor Edwin P. Morrow, in making the 
presentation speech to owner Block, and 
congratulating him on his victory, said : 
EULOGY FROM TIIE GOVERNOR. 

"Kentucky has always recognized and hon- 
ored courage, courage in man and woman 
and courage in the thoroughbred. Nothing 
that lives has more real, more true courage 
than tile heart of a great race horse. This 
day before the beauty and chivalry of Ken- 
tucky courage was the quality which won 
the Kentucky Derby. Over a grueling course, 
setting his own pace, out in front from start 
to finish, there fled like light a galant 
steed. Tried in bone and muscle and sinew 
and tried, above all else, in heart and spirit 
he never faltered, never failed and would not 
be denied. California sent Mollie McCarty 
in the days of old to try her mettle with 
Ten Broeck. Today California, defeated 
then, has with Morvich brought back the 
classic trophy of the turf to the state of the 
setting sun. I congratulate the owner who 
bred the winner, the trainer, who with skill 
and enthusiasm directed this thoroughbred, 
and the owner, w - ho brought him from a 
great distance to the soil of Kentucky, who 
entered him like a sportsman, raced him as 
a sportsman and won in a fashion worthy 
of the commendation of all. 

“In the name of the Kentucky Jockey Club 
and upon behalf of the people of Kentucky 
with the good wishes of every sportsman I 
present you this cup.. I congratulate you, 
trainer Burlew, congratulate you, owner 
Block, but above ail else I congratulate, 
thank God, the horse.” 

In reply owner Block said: "Next to the 
thrill and satisfaction afforded me by win- 
ning the Derby it is a gratification I feel 
in having met and come to know Kentucky 
and Kentuckians. No words that I can now 
command can adequately express my appre- 
ciation of the unfailing courtesy to my fami- 
ly and friends by the citizens of Louisville. 
They have fully justified everything that 
I have always heard of southern hospitality.’* 

Morvich did not finish unduly tired. He 
also cooled out in fine condition and trainer 
Burlew said that he would ship the colt back 
to Jamaica tomorrow. ‘His first eastern 
appearance will probably be in the Dwyer 
Stakes. 

A spirited finish came with the sixth race 
when Dan E. O’Sullivan, in Montfort Jones’ 
colors, got up in the last stride to win by 
a nose from Scarlet Bugler, with Dr. Glenn 
landing third place. 

The concluding race still found the big 
throng in an enthusiastic frame of mind and 
it supported all the starters in great style. 
Merchant was the winner here after a hard 
drive to outstay Topmast, with Cut Up, an- 
other game contender for the entire race, 
getting third place.

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BIG SURPRISE IN THE PREA KNESS STAKES 

liiSIORY Of THE PREAKNESS outsiders carry off f 50,000 prize ~ r. t. wilson’s HUN 0 ’ WAR THE EQUINE HERO 

• PILLORY IS FIRST, SALUDRIA STABLE’S EEA . 

Maryland’s $50,000 Stake Began SECOND AND G. A. COCHRAN'S JUNE Fame Has Spread to Every Quar- 
as $2,500 Allowance Race. GRASS THIRD — MISS JOY UNPLACED ter of the Globe. 



Great Contest Between Water- 
vale and Zeus — Sir Barton 
and Man o’ War. 



As stake histories go the annals of the 
Preakness at Pimlico, now worth $50,000 
in added money and rival of the Kentucky 
Derby as America’s most coveted three-year- 
old prize, are not of great length. Until 
the ninth running, in 1917, the Preakness 
was an event of no outstanding importance 
and the records of its victors prior to that 
date, with one or two possible exceptions, 
can be searched in vain for thoroughbred 
names of exceptional quality or perform- 
ance. 

The first running of the Preakness oc- 
curred on May 12, 1909. The race was an 
allowance affair, at one mile, with $2,000 and 
$500 in plate added. Ten horses faced starter 
A. B. Dade, and not one of them was of 
better than ordinary grade. The Oneck 
Stable’s Fashion Plate was a 7 to 5 favorite, 
under heavy backing, and showed a good 
flash of speed through the early part of the 
race, keeping close on the heels of W. T. 
Jtyun’s Effendi and making a strong bid at 
the eighth post. The two thoroughbreds 
fought it out for a few strides and then 
the favorite began to fall back, crossing the 
finish a length behind the fast Effendi. Hill 
Top was third. The time was 1:39%. 

Effendi was a brown colt by Previous — 
Hatasoo. He was an “in-and-outer,” notori- 
ously inconsistent and practically neglected 
at 20 to 1 in the betting. He enjoyed a good 
day and bad the racing luck. The result was 
that he gained the honor of winning the first 
Preakness, taking for his share 5-, 725 and 
the $500 in plate. 

RACE BECOMES A HANDICAP. 

In 1910 the race became a handicap, with 
the same amount of added money and plate. 
The race attracted twelve starters, none of 
which was better than ordinary. The Chel- 
ea Stable’s Martinez was heavily backed 
into favoritism, and raced well behind the 
pacemaker, Daihousie, to the stretch, when 
he tired and fell back. Meanwhile Lay- 
minster. a chestnut gelding, by Matchess — 
Northminster, coupled with Medallion as the 
E. E. Cassatt entry, was racing under re- 
straint in fifth position. lie was lightly 
weighted, with but eighty-four pounds, and 
jockey Estop rushed him up to the leaders 
in the stretch. Measuring strides with Dai- 
housie and graduxiliy wearing him down Lay- 
minster came to the finish with a margin of 
a half length. Daihousie, tiring, was under 
heavy pressure to save second place from 
Sager, which, after overcoming interference, 
made up ground rapidly through the final 
eighth. Layminster's victory was worth 
$2,800 and $500 in plate, lie covered the mile 
in 1 :40%, scarcely a notable performance. 

Several elements combined to make the 
Preakness of 1911 a high-water mark in 
the history of the race to that time. The 
“reformers” played a part through their 
temporary victory in New York State, driv- 
ing the thoroughbreds from the metropolitan 
tracks into Maryland. The distance of the 
Preakness was increased to a mile and an 
eighth, its present length, and remained un- 
der handicap conditions. 

The New York stables helped to raise the 
grade of the field and the seven horses 
which faced the barrier were of a far bet- 
ter class than in either of the previous run- 
nings. 

Two of the starters were thoroughbreds 
cf the highest grade. August Belmont’s 
Watervale, a fine upstanding bay colt, by 
Watercress — Lady Violet, and S. C. Hil- 
dreth's Zeus, by Adam — Shaft, had the run- 
ning pretty much to themselves. Watervale 
was at the top of his form on that day 
He began rapidly and dashed into a long 
lead, fighting for his head and clicking off 
tho yards with fast flying hoof-beats. 
Through the first three-quarters jockey Du- 
gan held the colt hard, but then, with the 
growing speed of the pursuing Zeus, he gave 
his mount free rein. 

W ATER VALE’S RECORD SPEED. 

Watervale raced along at a sprinting gait 
and although Zeus, which had long before 
shaken off the remainder of the field, was 
comingjip with a surprising burst of speed, 
the Belmont colt rushed on across the finish 
with a length to spare. His speed was 
epic. His 1 :51 for the mile and an eighth 
set a new track record, which still stands at 
the Maryland course. 

Zeus, thougli beaten, was not discredited. 
He conceded six pounds to the son of Water- 
cress and yet ran a smashing race. Carroll 
Shilling rode the son of Adam, and, fine 
judge of pace that he was, sensing the 
startling early fight of his opponent as too 
wearing for the distance, held his mount 
back until the final drive. But Watervale 
was better than he thought, and the be3t 
that Zeus could do was not quite good 
enough. The Nigger w r as third, beaten 
twelve lengths for second place. The race 
was worth $2,700 to the winner. 

After the sparkling 1911 running of the 
race the Preakness suffered a decline. The 
added money for the 1912 renewal was re- 
duced to $1,500 and stake horses stayed at 
home. The Beverwyck Stable’s Col. Hollo- 
way, brown colt, by Etheibert — Sweet Haw- 
thorne, defeated the band of ordinary selling 
platers with ease over a slow track in 1:56%. 
The race paid $1,450 to the winner. 

There was no improvement in the quality 
of the field for the 1913 running. Eight 
horses started. The stake remained under 
handicap conditions, with $1,500 added. The 
only notable feature of the race was that 
it marked the first time that the mutuel 
system had been used in betting on the race. 

The race itself was a close affair. John 
Whalen’s Buskin, a bay gelding, by Hamburg 
— Slippers, followed the leaders through the 
early part of the race, but then came up

BALTIMORE, Md., May 12.— R. T. Wilson’s Pillory, a chestnut son of Olambala — Hester 
Prynne earned for himself a niche in the hall of equine fame at Pimlico this afternoon 
when he was returned the winner of the 1922 renewal of the Preakness Stakes. The 
Wilson colt was hidden by Louis Morris and his victory came after a hard drive in which 
he managed to outlast the fast-finishing Hea, from the Salubria stable, by the short margin 
of a head. June Grass, from the C. A. Cochran’s stable, was third. The victor, in fact the 
first three horses, were outsiders in the speculation and a big surprise to the tremendous 
gathering, which had supported Miss Joy and Pirate Gold in a confident man ner 

The bugle call which brought the field to the post for the Preakness was the signal that 
turned loose the pent-up enthusiasm of the thousands that packed every available inch 
of the old hilltop grounds and when Galantman, the first of the starters, appeared on the 
track, he was greeted with a oheer that grew in volume as the other horses paraded by 
the stand. Miss Joy, a bundle of nerves, raced to the head of the parade and sought the 
company of the lead pony. 

After a few minutes’ delay at the post, starter Milton caught the field in alignment, 
and sent them on their way to battle for one of the richest prizes of the year. Jockey Lyke, 
who was astride the Greentree stable's main dependence. Pirate Gold, lost no time in getting 
to the front and he was followed by June Grass. Pillory was racing in close pursuit, while the 
peerless Miss Joy seemed in difficulty right from the start and her admirers were stunned 
to account for her plight. 

When settled on the backstretch June Grass assumed the lead for a brief spell, but 
readily gave way when the Wilson starter challenged. Pillory, under Morris' vigorous rid- 
ing. increased his advantage and it was well he did. 

Of the twelve starters, Salubria stable's Hea was the least considered, with the ex- 
ception of June Grass. That fact was no deterrent to his running ability, and after being 
outrun for almost a mile he gradually improved his position, and, to the astonishment of 
the immense crowd, he closed In on the leader with such a remarkable display of speed 
that everyone expected to see him snatch the victory right at the end. 

On he came with undiminished speed and. gaining with every stride, it seemed certain 
that he eventually would carry off the rich prize. However, Morris kept at the Wilson rep- 
resentative and, though tiring badly, managed to retain the lead and earn the decision and 
the $51,000 that went to the winner. A margin of a head sparated the first two at the end. 
June Grass was third, racing well throughout, though tiring near the end. 

Miss Joy's performance was a puzzle to the horsemen and spectators alike. She, with 
her stable companion, St. Henry, was an overwhelming favorite. She was outrun from the 
start and apparently quit after going a half mile. 

Of the other starters. Pirate Gold and Galantman raced well, while Champlain’s chances 
were ruined by a slow beginning. Hcphaistos, the second choice, quit and ran far below 
the expectations of his many admirers. 

Here is the chart of the race:

Thirty thousand ardent racing devotees 
swamped the accommodations at old Pimlico 
this afternoon and after the steeplechase 
race had been run crowded the infield. The 
gathering v/as probably the largest that ever 
passed through the turnstiles of thi3 his- 
torical Maryland race course and the finish 
of the Preakness brought every one that 
possessed any sporting spirit to his or her 
feet shouting encouragement to their favor- 
ite. 

The day, which was threatened by rain late 
last night, was clear and bright this morning 
and a sun blazed out of a cloudless sky. The 
track responded quickly to the efforts of a 
large-sized force of men and teams and 
when the field paraded for the first race was 
fast and springy. The card, which was built 
around the feature, was a real good one and 
scintillating with races that could be of- 
fered as a feature attraction. 

A good contest came out of the running 
of the mile and a sixteenth soiling handicap, 
run as the fifth race. The Pelican Stable 
provided the winner in Serapis, ridden by 
Morris, and the son of Sweep after racing the 
early pacemaker into defeat showed in front 
the remainder of the way. He liad no easy 
time of it, for Lunetta, the favorite, was 
pressing him hard at the end. The pair 
fought it out all through the last sixteenth, 
and only Morris' hard riding enabled Serapis 
to outlast the fast finishing Lunetta. King 
John was third, but he never bothered the 
other two. 

Star Jester came back and accounted for 
a sprinting race at three-quarters, which 
engaged some good sprinters. The winner 
was ridden by Mooney and went to the 
front right after the start. Reprisal dis- 
played a fast burst of speed and wrested 
the lead and drew clear in the stretch by a 
safe margin. Super, which was knocked 
back right after the start, was taken to the 
middle of the track and finished going faster 
than all of them. The winner ran the dis- 
tance in 1 :11%, but was out to the last ounce. 

The last race of the day fell to A. Swinke’s 
Dark Hill, which was grouped in the field 
with Clean Gone. The winner was ridden 
by J. Rowan and made the running through- 
out Smarty finished second, while Clean 
Gone was third. 

The Consolation Steeplechase Handicap, 
two and one-quarter miles through the field, 
was the introductory attraction of the after- 
noon. Five answered the bugle call and 
all finished the course without mishap. Ral 
Parr furnished the winner in his consistent 
jumper Ireland. The majority of the spec- 
tators expected him to win, but few realized 
that he would be forced to the last ounce to 
do so. Neither did they expect to see such 
a thrilling finish in a steeplechase nor were 
they certain of the winner until the official 
placing was announced. The judge’s deci- 
sion was Ireland by a nose, with Phoenix 
second and Vigilante third. 

After a bri“f display of early speed Minata 
gave way to Phoenix and the Davis repre- 



sentative showed much speed and jumped 
well to the tenth fence, where he tried to 
bolt out of the course and lost much ground. 
But for this he might have won. 

He was not beaten easily, however, for 
after this mishap he came again and wrested 
the lead from Vigilante, which went to the 
front going to the last jump. Then the real 
battle began. Ireland had been saved for 
two miles and when Crawford called on him 
he responded with a game rush that carried 
him to victory, but only after a terrific duel 
with Phoenix, the result being in doubt until 
the final stride. It was the greatest finish 
in a steeplechase seen at this course in years 
and the crowd was not slow to show their 
appreciation of the fine contest 

In the five-eighths dash for maidens and 
winners of one race, the second on the card, 
J. E. Griffith’s St. Valentine again demon- 
strated his superiority over F. Farrar’s 
Wrangle. The winner was tiring at the end 
after showing the way throughout. He set 
a fast pace, the quarter in 23%, half in 47% 
and had a length margin over Wrangle as 
the winning line was reached. The latter 
began slowly and but for this might have 
made it more interesting for the winner, as 
he was gaining rapidly in the last sixteenth, 
however too late to be of any avail. 

The French-bred L’Effare, which races in 
the colors of the Triple Springs Farm, is 
speedy if nothing else. He demonstrated 
that fact today in the third race, a claiming 
affair at three-quarters and demonstrated it 
in no uncertain terms. 

After being outrun for the first half L’Ef- 
fare saved ground on the turns and in a 
terrific burst of speed soon was on even 
terms with Hidden Jewel. A brief battle 
ensned and brief it was. L’Effare, once in 
the lead, seemed to fly over the ground, so 
much so that he was six lengths in the lead 
and Lyke was easing him up as they crossed 
the winning line, the three-quarters being 
run in 1 :12%. 

Sergeant Morty Murphy reported today 
that jockey H. Thomas would in all proba- 
bility do the light weight riding for the 
Greentree Stable this year. 

F*ranlc Bray reported that he would ship 
tire T. Monahan horses, including the Cuban 
Derby winner Rebuke, to Aqueduct. 

R. F. Carman announced this morning that 
a sister to Carmandale had arrived at his 
farm recently. Another colt by Meridian — 
Penniless was foaled yesterday. 

Trainer T. J. Donohue will split the stable 
of Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark and send one divi- 
sion to Toronto and the other to Belmont 
Parle. The Canadian division will number 
five and Belmont Park ten. Donohue will 
make frequent trips between the different 
Canadian cities during the racing season. 
Jockey N. Kennedy will accompany the Cana- 
dian string for the Woodbine meeting. 

James Coffey has taken over the horses 
in the Triple Springs Farm Stable and will 
look after tlieir training. 



Visitors Come From Afar to Pay 
Homage to the Horse of the 

Century.

NEW YORK, N. Y., May 13. — Those who 
were inclined to the belief that the turf must 
have a period of stagnation in common with 
business have been cheered by the number 
and quality of the patrons of racing thiJi 
spring. The current meeting of the Metro- 
politan Jockey Club has all the evidences of 
success. There should be no lessening in 
interest as the season advances and the best 
of the thoroughbreds appear in review. 

It is an old saying in New York that as 
New York goes so goes the country. The 
metropolis is the nerve center of the 
republic, and conditions here are reflected 
throughout the United States. The meetings 
in Maryland and Kentucky are having fine 
patronage also, while Canadian stake entries 
are reported as heavy’. The future, there- 
fore, holds comfort for bloodstock breeders. 
Stake and purse values are high, and a good 
horse was never worth more than at present. 
Those who own the best do not care to part 
with them, and there is a constant search 
for promising material in the ranks of the 
two-year-olds, in the belief that a star in 
embryo may be located. Grey Lag, Exter- 
minator, Mad Hatter, Sir Barton, Firebrand 
and Yellow Hand are a few examples of 
horses that improved greatly from their two 
to three-year-old form. 

Many of these fine performers will be seen 
in action at Jamaica during the next two 
weeks. The public is eager for the trials 
which will call for a display of the qualities 
for which the thoroughbred is noted. The 
part great horses play in the development of 
the turf cannot be overestimated. Man o' 
War, for example, has done more for racing 
in recent years than any other influence that 
can be named. His fame has spread to every 
quarter of the globe and his picture has 
been thrown upon tho screen in every' land. 
He is constantly visited at his home in Ken- 
tucky by persons who had never taken any 
interest in racing until he flashed meteorlike 
across the turf horizon in 1919. 

EVERYONE ANXIOUS TO SEE “BUCK.” 

A few days ago there were twenty automo- 
biles by actual count parked on the road be- 
fore the horse’s home in Kentucky’, while men 
and women who had come from as far away 
as Indiana, paid their homage to the regal 
chestnut as he walked about in the blue 
grass under the care of “Buck,” his faithful 
colored groom. The horse stopped occasion- 
j ally to graze and showed the same sweet- 
ness of temper that characterized him in his 
racing day’s, submitting w'ith placidity to the 
caresses of his admirers, who pressed for- 
ward eager to touch the shining coat of the 
best horse the United States has produced 
in recent years. 

Miss Elizabeth Daingerfield, who has tho 
horse in charge, says that recently a group 
cf missionaries from Japan motored from 
Indianapolis to Lexington to see Man o’ War. 
They said that he was well known there 
and that they considered it a duty to be 
able to tell the people of that country' some- 
thing of the personality of the renowned 
thoroughbred. Miss Daingerfield has pro- 
vided a visitors’ book, in which all who come 
to see the horse register their names. There 
isn’t a state in the Union that hasn’t its 
quota of enthusiasts enrolled. 

Man o’ War was a horse of commanding 
presence when he was racing. In the stud 
he is truly magnificent and arouses the ad- 
miration of all who see him. He is masculine 
to a degree, but without that grossness which 
many stallions assume with their stud ca- 
reers. He weighs 1,300 pounds and every 
ounce of it is as solid as marble, llis exer- 
cise is always under saddle, with the excep- 
tion of tho grazing period. A husky colored 
man of 135 pounds, who answers to the name 
of “Pork Chops,” rides the horse daily and 
pronounces him a handful. In this respect 
Man o’ War is the same as when he was 
racing. When “Red.” as the horse is affec- 
tionately called by these around him, wants 
to gallop he has his own way. 

While Man o’ War and his children— 
everybody w’ants to see the foals by the 
horse — are making friends for the cause of 
breeding, and incidentally racing, the New 
York courses have many fine specimens of 
the thoroughbred that are playing their part 
in the good work.

Note Gives Some Light. 

• 

Facts as Shown by Investigation 
About War Dance and Lizzy 
G. and Stud Book. 



(BY SALVATOR.) 

Recently in Daily Racing Form I discussed 
the surprising “ease" of the just-discovered 
so-called daughter of Lexington and Edith, 
by imported Sovereign — Lady Bess ; and, 
after examining the evidence of her oiigin 
which had been made public, disclosed the 
impossibility of her having been a daughter 
of Lexington, or bred at the time and under 
the circumstances alleged, i. e., at the Me- 
tairie course. New Orleans, in April, 1854, 
when Lexington and Lecompte ran their his- 
toric races there. 

The facts, or what we are asked to accept 
as facts, about Lady Bess and her origin, 
have reached the public through the testi- 
mony of an ancient witness, Thomas Jeffer- 
son Wells, now somewhere in the vicinity of 
ninety years of age, who resides at Alex- 
andria, La. What he knew, or alleges lie 
knew, about her and the circumstances at- 
tending her coming into the world are set 
forth in an affidavit which he made Decern- I 
ber 19 last, its text having, however, not 
been published until a few weeks ago. It 
was the many discrepancies between the as- 
sertions sworn to in this affidavit and the 
recorded facts of history which led me to 
pronounce the statements of Jefferson Wells ! 
without value as final evidence upon which 
to accept the authenticity of the so-called 
Lexington mare. In my review of the case 
I did not, however, go into other phases of 
this affidavit, relating to other famous thor- 
oughbreds. I wish now to call attention to 
one of them. 

Jefferson Wells is a nephew of the famous 
ante-bellum turfman T. J. Wells, by courtesy 
called General Wells. T. J. Wells gained 
prominence as the owner of the great matron 
Reel, by imported Glencoe, and the breeder 
of her family of foa’s, which included, be- 
sides Lecompte, the rival of Lexington, Prior- 
ess and Starke, classic winners in England, 
and War Dance, the last-named one of the 
besi sons of Lexington as a sire. In his affi- 
davit Jefferson Wells narrates under oath 
as follows : 

“T. J. Wells died in 1863. The Civil War 
was then in progress. All of his thorough- 
bred brood mares were in Kentucky. They 
were seized and sold. Of the horses that 
•were in Louisiana I saved War Dance, by 
Lexington — Reel, and Fanny Wells, by Sov- 
ereign — Reel. After the war War L>ance was 
sold to Keene Richards. He gave me a 
note for ten thousand ($10,000) doliars, pay- 
able in gold, after the war. He also paid it 
and took the horse.” 

WELLS’ STORIES OF TOOR STRUCTURE. 

When the recorded fact3 of history are tal- 
lied with these statements of Jefferson Wei's 
they will be found, like those he has made 
about the alleged daughter of Lexington, to 
be a picturesque mixture of fact and fiction, 
witii the latter most prominent. 

War Dance was the last foal of Reel. Ac- 
cording to the American Stud Book, he was 
foaled in 1859, but like many other states- 
ments of the Stud Bock this is undoubtedly 
incorrect. On the leaf of the copy of vul. 
2, page 242, I find the following marginal 
notation, in the handwriting of the late Jo- 
seph Cairn Simpson, the breeder of the re- 
nowned matron Marion, dam of Emperor of 
Norfolk, El Rio Rey, Yo Tambicn and other 
cracks, in whose library it formeiy be- 
longed : 

“Should be I860, on the authority of B. G. 
Bruce. ‘Kentucky Live Stock Record,’ April 
30. 1831.” 

Mr. Simpson, who originally helped S. D. 
and B. G. Bruce, who jointly compiled it, to 
finance the first publication of the Stud 
Book and wrote its preface, was deeply 
learned in pedigree lore ar.d exact in his 
statements of fact. He undoubtedly refers to 
the obituary notice of War Dance, written 
by B. G. Bruce for the Live Stock Record, 
which lie, Bruce, edited and published upon 
the occasion of the death of the son of 
Reel, which occurred April 27, 1881. I have 
not at hand this article, but I have a copy 
of another which verifies it, also written 
by B. G. Bruce and published in the Live 
Stock Record in the spring of 1876. It is en- 
titled “War Dance and His Progenitors,” and 
is signed “Neptunus,” a pen-name which B. 
G. B: uce also used when he wrote for other 
turf journals. This article was without ques- 
tion written from data supplied by the late 
A. Keene Richards, owner of War Dance, 
for it is really a “write-up” of the stallion, 
with a bid for patronage. I quote from it as 
follows : 

“War Dance was purchased by his present 
owner. A. Keene Richards, Blue Grass Park, 
Georgetown, Ky„ from Gen. T. J. Weils. 
Alexandria, La., February 23, 186.3, when two 
years old. for $3,000, to be paid in legal Ken- 
tucky money after the war. . . . The war 
between the North and South was then at its 
height, the colt was in no stakes, and no 
prospect for him to show his powers. Mr. 
Richards closed the purchase and the colt 
was delivered to his groorn, who was then at 
General Wells’ place with Knight of St. 
George, Fysaul ar.d some others that had 
been sent from Kentucky fearing the chances 
of war. It was proposed to send the colt, if 
possible, to England to run for the Goodwood 
Cup, which had been won by liis half-brother 
Starke. As he came from a Dancing family, 
and would have to run the war blockade, Mr. 
Richards and General Wells concluded to 
change his name from General Westmore to 
War Dance. When General Banks’ army ap- 
proached Alexandria, La., War Dance, 
Knight of St. George. Fanny Y.'ells, dam 
of Nelly Gray, and other horses were hur- 
ried off from General Wells’ place to the 
Texas border, above Shreveport. 

About the time General Weils died and in 
the confusion produced by the army move- 
ments War Dance was taken from Mr. Rich- 
ards’ groom ar.d carried to the interior of 
Texas. At the close of the war Madison 
Wells, brother of General Wells and acting 
governor of Louisiana, sent to Texas for 
War Dance and Fanny Wells ar.d had them 
brought to New Orleans. The governor then 
wrote Mr. Richards to come or send for the 



horso. When Mr. Richards arrived at New , 
Orleans he found the governor had permitted j 
General Westmore, the noted turfman, for 1 
whom Wax Dance first was named, to train ! 
the horse and was to run the day he arrived j 
a three-mile dash against General Rousseau. | 
War Dance had a leg before he started and j 
broke down before going a mile and a half, j 
This was the first and only race he ever ran. | 
He was removed to Kentucky and made his j 
first season at Blue Grass Park the spring ! 
of 1866. He covered but few mares the first I 
season, as Mr. Richards' brood mares had 
been much reduced in number and quality." j 

We have here, without question, the au- j 
then tic facts about War Dance, later des- j 
tined to become the sire of Brademante, j 
which broke the record for two-mile heats j 
and produced The Bard ; of Modesty, the 
only filly which ever won the American Der- 
by, ar.d of Lizzy (!., the granddam of Dom- 
ino. 

First, as regards the correct date of foal- 
ing of War Dance. The quoted narrative re- 
lates that in February, 1863, when Keene j 
Richards purchased him, he was two years | 
old. This, however, means that he was two I 
according to the method of reckoning ages in 
Louisiana at that date, which was from May 
1, not January 1. According to this system 
War Dance would have been three on and | 
after May 1, 1863, which would make him a 
foal of 1860, not of 1839. This, moreover, is 
established as the correct date, for elsewhere 
in the article in question it is directly stated 
that, “War Dance, bred by Gen. T. J. Wells 
of Alexandria, La., in 1860, was by Lexing- j 
ton, first dam Reel, by imported Glencoe,” { 
etc., etc. We may therefore feel certain, as ! 
B. G. Bruce reiterated this statement, 1S81, j 
on the occasion of War Dance’s death, that ! 
the horse was foaled in 1860, not 1859, as the j 
Stud Book has it. Reel was certainly a won- 
der among brood mares, for in 1860 she was j 
| twenty-two and had produced twelve other j 
foals, of which a half dozen or more attained ! 
great celebrity. 

PRICE DOUBLED IN THE TELLING. 

Secondly, it will be observed that Jeffer- 
son Weils’ narrative must be radically re- 
vised. Jefferson Wells, who plays the part 
of hero in his own affidavit and, apparently, 
the owner of War Dance, for whom Keene 
Richards, he says, paid him $10,000 in gold, 
is not even named in the history of the horse 
written by B. G. Bruce under the instruction 
of Richards himself. The price paid for 
War Dance was not $10,000, but $5,000 ; it 
was “in legal Kentucky money,” which may 
or may not have been gold, but probably 
was not, and it was, quit evidently, paid 
to Madison Wells, acting governor of Louisi- 
ana and the brother of the deceased General 
Wells, whose estate’s affairs he had in 
charge. 

The narrative of Bruce says that “in the 
confusion produced by the army movements,” 
and by the death of General Wells, War 
Dance, already the property of Richards, who 
had bought him in 1863, not “after the war,” 
as the affidavit says, and to whose groom he 
had been turned over, “was taken from Mr. 
Richards’ groom and carried into the interior 
of Texas.” This is the episode referred to 
by Jefferson Wells where he describes him- 
self as having “saved” War Dance. But 
as the ol’ner horses of Keene Richards, name- 
ly, Knight of St. George and Fysaul, then 
also at the Wells plantation, “Wellswood,” 
were all saved by Mr. Richards’ employes 
and came none of them to harm, it is evi- 
dent that if War Dance had been left with 
them he would have been just as much ; 
“saved” as if “Jeff” Wells had not taken j 
upon himself, without authority, to run him 
off into the interior of Texas. 

This presents another example of the pic- i 
turesque mixture of fact and fiction that the 
Wells affidavit includes, as well as the notion ! 
of Wells to exaggerate his own importance j 
and knowledge of events that happened from ! 
sixty to seventy years ago ; concerning which 
no other living man probably now survives 
to offer direct personal testimony. 

FACTS ABOUT DOMINO'S GRANDDAM. 

There remains one other extremely inter- 
esting angle to this matter. It is mentioned 
above that War Dance sired Lizzy G., the 
granddam of Domino, by virtue of which he 
is a near ancestor of one of cur dominant 
tribes of present-day American race horses. 
War Dance was foaled in 1860, but is re- 
corded in the Stud Book as a foal of 1859. 
Reference to the same authority, vols. 3 
and 4, reveals the curious fact that Lizzy 
G. was foaled in 1857, or three years before 
her sire. Obviously in this detail “somebody 
blundered.” In vol. 5, we at last find a 
correction of the previous entries, in which it 
is stated. “Lizzy G. was foaied 1S67, not 
1S57.” The entry reiterates the fact, how- 
ever. that she was bred by General T. J. 
Wells. As that gentleman died in 1863, how 
could he have bred a mare that was foaled 
in 1867? This is as big a conundrum as 
the previous one, how she could have been 
three years older than her sire. Evidently, 
again, somebody blundered. 

War Dance left Louisiana forever in the 
s immer or fall of 18S3 and all his foals 
(1867) of his first stud season (1866) were 
got in Kentucky. The Stud Book, afler giv- 
ing General Wells as the breeder of Lizzy 
G., says she was “owned by Colonel George 
Garner, Louisiana.” 

The inference, there is little room for 
doubt, is that Lizzy G. must have been foaled 
prior to 1867, and got before War Dance 
departed from Louisiana. In all probability 
he was bred to her dam. the daughter of 
Lecompte and Edith, by imported Sovereign, 
at some interval between 1863 and the fall 
of 1865, the period when V.'ar Dance and 
numerous other horse3 belonging to General 
Wells and Keene Richards were, so to speak, 
held incommunicado in Texas or elsewhere. 

The natural method of verifying the age 
of Lizzy G. would be to turn to her dam in 
the Stud Book, but. most unfortunately, that 
mare nowhere appears in it in her own right. 
Lecompte, her sire, the son of Boston and 
Reel, made but one short stud season before 
being sent to England, where he died. This 
was in 18:>6. He then covered only a few 
mares, but among his handful of foals were 
Sherrod, a brilliant performer, and the un- 
named daughter of Edith that became the 
dam of Lizzy G. 

STUD BOOKS “LET IT GO AT THAT.” 

Aside from the fact that the Stud Book 
shows Edith, which was by Sovereign — Ju- 
dith, by Glencoe, to have had a ”b. f. by 
Lecompte” in 1857, and that the same author- 
ity gives Lizzy G. as having been from that 
same filly, or mare, no trace of her can be 
found. Evidently she had no foals except j 
Lizzy G., and we may suppose that she either 
perished shortly after producing her, or was , 
diverted to other purposes than breeding, j 
The singular error of the Stud Book in orig- i 
ina'.ly giving Lizzy G. as foaled in 1857 Is I 
' accounted for by the fact that this was really ' 



the year of her dam’s birth. When Lizzy G. 
was first recorded it is apparent that the 
year of her foaling was unknown ar.d that of 
her dam’s was erroneously assigned her. 
This was allowed to stand uncorrected for 
years, and then Col. S. D. Bruce passed it 
as a typographical error and merely changed 
the 1857 to 1867, and “let it go at that.” 

The curious condition obtains, therefore, 
that we are in the dark about some of the 
principal facts of the maternal breeding of 
Domino, one of the most wonderful horses, 
alike as performer and as sire, that America 
has produced. Of as near an ancestor as h's 
granddam, Lizzy G., we know neither who 
bred her nor when she was foaled; and of 
her dam, the Lecompte — Edith filly, we know 
nothing save that she was foaled in 1857 
and produced one foal circa. 1833-1866, the 
rest of her history being a blank. As a re- 
sult of this we can never be sure that the 
extension of Domino’s maternal line is ab- 
solutely correct. It is a mest extraordinary 
fact that his pedigree and that of Peter the 
Great, the most phenomenal of modern trot- 
ting sires, should go back, both of them, 
into the same group of animals and both be 
lost, or clouded, in the mighty storm of our 
Civil War.

HISTORY OF THE PREAKNESS

with a rush and drew away into a long 
lead in the stretch. Kleburne, another early 
follower, also rushed up into contention near 
the finish, however, and just missed overtak- 
ing Buskin by a short neck. Owner Wha- 
len’s share of the money amounted to $1,670. 
Although the track was fast the time, 1 :53%, 
was not notable. 

The Preakness history rolls on over a 
record of lean years. Under similar condi- 
tions in 1914 six horses of the cheaper grade 
made the contest. The victor was Mrs. A. 
Barklie’s Holiday, a bay gelding, by Broom- 
stick — Leisure, which won from IL G. Bed- 
well’s Brave Cunarder by three parts of a 
length in a hard drive. The time was again 
slow, 1:53%, and the winner’s share of the 
stake came to $1,355. 

The first filly to win the Preakness was 
E. F. Whitney's Rhine Maiden, a bay, by 
Watercress — Gold, which later proved a use- 
ful race mare through a long career. She 
sends a two-year-old colt, Rhinegold, to the | 
races this year. Rhine Maiden’s year was , 
1915. The track was muddy and scratches 
reduced the field to six. She covered the 
mile and an eighth in the slow time of 1 :5S 
and won $1,275. 

The eighth running, in 1916, marks the 
final chapter in tho story of lean years. 
J. K. L. Ress’ Damrosch, a brown colt, by 
Rock Sand — Dissembler, saddled by A. G. ! 
Weston, won easily from a moderate band of 
opponents. The time was 1 :54% and the 
value to the winner $1,380. 

1917 RUNNING MARKS AN EPOCH. 

The following year, 1917, is a red letter 
date in the annals of the Preakness. Hith- 
erto a minor stake, with little to differentiate 
it from scores of similar events throughout 
the country, the Preakness in 1917 for tho 
first time became a matter of nation-wide 
interest among turfmen. The reason for 
this metamorphosis was the increase in the 
added money to $5,000. The stakes was made 
an allowance affair instead of a handicap. 

Leading owners east and west sent their 
horses into the race. Among those repre- 
sented were: E. R. Bradley, H. P. Whitney, 
R. Parr, J. K. L. Ross and Gifford A. 
Cochran. 

The fourteen horses in the field got away 
to a good start, with Fruit Cake setting the 
pace, but before the half-mile post was 
reached E. R. Bradley’s Kalitan flashed into 
the lead. On the last turn he began to 
draw away rapidly and cantered across the 
finish a winner by two lengths. A1 M. Dick 
was second, a nose in front of Kentucky Boy. 

The winner was a bay colt, by Key Hin- 
doo — Dally. The competition was not keen 
enough to force him to top speed, but he 
covered the distance in 1 :54%, easing up 
through the final eighth. His share of the 
money was $4,S00, a new high-water mark 
for the Preakness. 

The remaining history of the Preakness 
is a story of startling growth. The 1918 
running, with $15,000 added, attracted over- 
night acceptances totaling twenty-six and the 
Maryland Jockey Club decided to run the 
stake in two divisions, providing the full 
amount of added money for each. 

In tho first division ten of the fifteen 
carded starters contested. A. K. Macomber’s 
War Cloud, an English-bred bay colt, by 
Polymelus — Dreamy, won by three parts of 
a length from Sunny Slope. The finish was 
thrilling. Sunny Slope made up ground rap- 
idly in the stretch and was steadily overcom- 
ing War Cloud’s long lead when the finish 
line was reached. G. D. Widener’s Lanius 
was third, ten lengths behind the leaders. 
Lanius was tiie favorite. 

J OH REN’S LATER TRIUMPHS. 

H. P. Whitney’s Joliren, a bay colt, by 
Spearmint — Mineola, by Meddler, which fin- 
ished fourth in the race, later proved a horse 
of exceptional merit. During the remainder 
of his three-year-old year the colt won a 
number of important race3 from the best 
horses of the year. Among his conquests 
may be mentioned the Suburban Handicap, 
tho Beimont Stakes and the Latonia Derby. 

In the second division of the stake six 
of the eleven carded started. Jack Ilare Jr., 
then at the top of his form, carried W. K. 
Applegate’s colors to an easy victory. The 
Porter, whose long racing record closed last 
year with his retirement to the stud, was 
beaten two lengths. Kate Bright just man- 
aged to outlast J. E. Widsner’s Trompe la 
Mort for third money. Jack Hare Jr. was a 
brown colt, by Marathon — Moon’et. 

War Cloud’s time was 1:53% and Jack 
Hare Jr.’s 1 :53%. The first division of the 
stake was worth $12,250 and the second, 
because of the smaller number of starters, 
$11,250. 

The 1919 Preakness attracted a still better 
field. The added money was increased to 
$25,000 and twelve horses started, including 
Sir Barton, Eternal, Sweep On, Over There, 
Dunboyno and King Plaudit Sir Barton, 
fresh from his maiden victory in the Ken- 
tucky Derby a few days previous, won in 
a canter by four lengths from Eternal, with 
Sweep On in third place. 

Sir Barton, chestnut colt, by Star Shoot — 
Lady Sterling, waa the outstanding three- 
year-old of 1919, and even such good horses 
as Eternal, Dunbcyne and Sweep On were 
overshadowed in performance by the Ross 
crack. His name on the roll of Preakness 
winners is a credit to tho stake, even though 
liis performances were doomed to fade in 
brilliance before the coming of a mightier 
champion in 1920. 

Sir Barton covered the mile and an eighth 



in 1 :53, eased up through the stretch. The 
race was worth $24,500 net 

The Preakness of 1920 was the first big 
three-year-old stake of the year to fall be- 
for the prowess of the mighty Man o’ 
War. Widely heralded on the strength of 
his showing as a two-year-old, the “horse 
of the century” went to the post an odds-on 
choice in the mutuels. But eight other 
horses paraded for the race, a number of 
owners not wishing to pit their three-year- 
olds against such a redoubtable champion as 
the Riddle wonder horse. 

The added money remained at the $25,000 
mark for the thirteenth running of the stake 
in 1020. There were several horses of high 
quality in the race, but ail were overshad- 
owed by the prowess of Man o’ V/ar. Tho 
Riddle champion started away from the 
barrier with a rush, dashed quickly into tho 
lead and shook off King Thrush in the 
first three-quarters of a mile. The H. P. 
Whitney pair, Upset and Wildair, were rac- 
ing well in contention and the former ap- 
peared with a sharp challenge in the stretch 
run. Man o’ War was scarcely forced to 
use any of his reserve speed, however, to 
cross the finish a winner by a length and 
a half. Upset led his stable companion in 
second place by five lengths. 

Man o’ War covered the mile and an eighth 
in 1 :51%, three-fifths of a second slower than 
Watervale's track record. The race was 
worth $23,000 to the winner. Man o’ War 
was a chestnut colt, by Fair Play — Mahu- 
bah, by Rock Sand, bred by Mr. August Bel- 
mont at his Nursery Stud. 

For the fourteenth running of the Preak- 
ness, in 1921, the added money was increased 
to $10,000 and the conditions changed to 
make the race for entire colts and fillies. 
Fourteen horses of good class started. Tha 
Whitney entry of Broomspun and Tryster 
enjoyed even-money favoritism in the mu- 
tuels. 

The Whitney hopes were pinned largely 
upon Tryster, in spite of hi3 failure to figure 
seriously in the Kentucky Derby, won by 
Behave Yourself. Broomspun had been so 
lightly considered that he was started in a 
purse race on Derby Day and. had he gone 
to the post alone in the Preakness, would 
probably have been at good odds. 

Tryster's non-staying qualities, however, 
began to manifest themselves in the final 
eighth. After racing into contention he tired 
and dropped hack beaten. Broomspun, 
meanwhile, rushed up on the outside of his 
opponents and took the lead on the turn 
into the stretch. Under hard riding he re- 
tained a vanning margin of three parts of a 
length over Polly Ann, with Jeg third. 

Broomspun, a bay colt, by Broomstick — 
Spun Glass, by Rock Sand, did not long 
survive his great victory. He met with in- 
juries a short time later and had to bo 
destroyed. His Preakness time was 1:54% 
and its value to the winner $43,000. 

The 1922 running of the Preakness will 
have an added value of $30,000. The race 
will be run May 13, the same day us tho 
Kentucky’ Derby.

Ravensea finished with a rush in the center 
of the track to take second place. 

There will be a week’s lull in local racing 
with the Mt. Royal meeting commencing 
Saturday next. 

Nearly two hundred horses are stabled at 
the Back River Jockey Club track and a 
successful meeting there is anticipated. 

Jockey Nick Burger was taken ill this aft- 
ernoon and was unable to fill the remainder 
of his engagements. 

Jockey B. McCann was struck in the eye by 
a flying clod and temporarily blinded.

— An old tim- 
ers race was run this morning at Pimlico 
and a field of ten sported colors on lead 
ponies. The winner turned up in Max 
Hirsch's Pony Bill, ridden by William But- 
ler, son of James Butler of the Empire 
track. Willie Daiy was second and Elmer 
1 rue man was third. The winner was up in 
the last few strides to win by a short head. 
Tho half mile was run in 56%. The following

F. A. Clarke, C. R. Fleischman, W. H. Bring- 
loe, R. Pending, W. Livingston and II. West. 
The winner was given his choice of three 
pieces of plate that were presented the riders 
of the three placed horses.
